Hereas diuers bookes madeoz tranſlated by certayne the 
2! Mucenes Maieſties ſubiects, foz the moꝛe part remayning 
Aon the other (ide of the lea, without la wlull licence, contay⸗ 
7 7 1 7 ning ſundꝛy matters repugnaunt to trueth, derogatoꝛie to 
the ſoueraigneeſtate other Maieſtie, and flirring and nou⸗ 
2 || rihing ſedition inthis Realme, are commonly in ſecret ſozt 
here diſpearſed by malicious perſons among ſundzy her 
Paieſties ſubiects, to thintent to dꝛawe them to errour, 

— and withdꝛaw them ledicioully from their dueties and al- 
legiance due to her Maieſtie, as their onely loueraigne. Foz redꝛeſſe hereof, like as of late 
tyme ſome mylde example hath ben made in the ſtarre chaumber at Weſtminſter, in coꝛrec⸗ 
tion of certayne perſons found faultte in the ſecret diſpearling, buying, ⁊ allowing of ſun- 
dꝛy of the ſayde ſeditious bookes : Do her Maieſtie meaning ol her clemencie , neither to 
haue any aduantage taken foz things herein already paſt,. noꝛ any her honeſt and quiet ſub- 
tectes to be entangled with the like hereafter fo2 lackeof admonition in due tyme: willeth 
and earneftly chargeth all manner of perſons, to fozbeare vtterly from the vle oz dealing 
with any ſuch ſedittons bookes,made oz tranſlated by any perſon , contayning matter de- 
rogatoꝛie to the Soueraigne eſtate of her Mateſtie, oꝛ impugning the oꝛders and riteg effas 
bliched by the la we foz Chꝛiſtian religion and deuine ſeruice within this Realme, oz other: 
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wyle ſtirring and nouriching matter tending to ledition: and that ſuch as alredy haue as - 


ny of the ſayde bookes, [ball pzcſent, oz cauſe to be pꝛeſented the ſayde bookes , within 
twentie and eyght dayes after the publiſhing ofthis pꝛoclamation, to the byſhop ofthe di⸗ 
oceſſe, oꝛ oꝛdinarie ofthe place, and toreceaue of him a teſtimoniall of the tyme of the deli⸗ 
uery thereof: and without expꝛelle licence in wzyting of the ſayde byſhop oꝛ ozdinary, oz 
ſome archbyſhop,o2 other byſhop ol the Realme, not to kepe oz reade any ſeditious bookes, 
vpon paine of her Maieſties grieuous indignatton,and to be puniſhed ſeuerelp, as the qua⸗ 
litte and circumſtannces of the offence ſhall require and deſerue,
